STATE NORMAL SCHOOL APPROPRIATION.

AN ACT making an appropriation for the State Normal School at Cedar
Falls, Jowa, and providing for additional permanent endowment
and additional contingent fund for the same. *

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of lowa:

Secrion 1. That there be and is hereby appropriated out
of any money in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated,
the sum of two thousand five bundred dollars (§2,500), annually,
as an additional endowment fund for the payment of the teach-
ers of said institution, and a further sum of five hundred dollars
($500), annually, as additional contingent fund. The money
herein appropriated shall be drawn and paid quarterly on the
orders ot the trustees of said scbool; the first quarterly pay-
ment being made on the first of June 1892.

Sec. 2. That there is hereby appropriated in addition to
the amount appropriated in section one (1) of this act, the fol-
lowing sums or so much thereof as may be necessary, for the
fol]owin% purposes to-wit :

CHAPTER 103.
STATE HISTORICAL BSOCIETY.

AN ACT to aid the Btate Historical Society of Iowa.
